OAKLAND - Like desert flowers 
blooming after the first spring 
Iains，sSmall businesses with namies 
like Phnom Penh Cafe and Saigon 
Deli seem to be blossoming in every 
patch of available storefront，The 
Sounds of laughter，children and 
commerce have transformed inner 
city no-man's-lands into viable 
nelghborhoods. Many Southeast 
Asian refugees，still with an image 
for the Public as welfare burdens， 
have instead fattened many a city's 
tax roll by _ creating a multitude of 
small businesses and jobs. 

And not all refugees are starting 
UP Iestaurants and grocery stores. A 
distinct entrepreneural streak can be 
detected by the diversity of indus- 
tries refugees are closing. 

Phuoc Thai，business development 
director at the Center for SE Asian 
Refugee Resettlement in SF told 
尼 /[ 术 that refugees are entering 
fields such as fish and crab broker- 
ing，Paper recycling，trucking，auto 
repair and plastic bag manufactur- 
ing. “Many of them were merchants 
and/or businessmen back in their 
native_ countries，SoO_ its not unusual 
for them to do _ that here,” he 
explained. 

Thai， who provides technical 
asslstance to Tefugees seeking to 
start Small businesses， Said that 
Imost of , the businesses are being 
started by _ ethnic Chinese from 
Vietnam. "Eighty to ninety percent 
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are Chinese，with many originally 
coming from the Chiu Chow area 
of Guangdong province，” he said. 

Both of the entrepreneurs -inter- 
viewed for this article came to the 
US from Vietnam without any 
TeSoOurces to Speak of. Neither spoke 
Englisb.， When Minh Hai ELy first 
started his Plastic bag manufactur- 
ing company he recalls "We had a 
lot of enthusiam and daring，bnut 
not a lot of actual experience in 
running a business." 

Another businessman，Quoc Hung 
Duong who now co-owns and oper- 
ates both an auto repair shop and 
an auto body Shop，said bluntly "We 
Were just too Stupid to be scared." 


LEFT VIETNAM 


Ly left Vietnam in March of 
1979 after his family had purchased 
boat passage for himself，his two 
younger brothers and a Sister， They 
left because there were no opportu- 
nities for young people in that 
war-torn country and because all 
the young men were being con- 
Scripted to fight in the Vietnamese 
army，They left Vietnam with no 
idea where they would eventually 
end_ up. In November 1979，they 
found :themselves in the US ， via 
Indonesia. Ly was 20 years old at 
the time and began attending adult 
English classes in Oakland China- 
town. After going through the Oak- 
land，Chinese Community CouncibPs 
CETA classes，he got a job as a 
baker for Safeway in 1981. 

By 1984，he had saved up enough 
money to start UP a plastics busi- 
ness with his cousin who had 
worked previously in two similar 
plants. “We had $100,000 worth of 
equipment and almost no customers" 
Tecalled Ly. "For the first few 
months，Ly estimated， "we grossed 
about $1000 a month， It was very 
difficult. We operated only one 
shift  a day and the rest of the 
time 工 was out looking for business. 
TI went from Store to Store." 

Now California Plastics Manufac- 
turing Co. employs nine full time 
WoIkers and runs three Shifts a 
day，Some 83% of their business 
comes from "Americans,” according 
to Ly， "because they Prefer to _ use 
local manufacturers， while most 
Chbinese merchants go for the lower 
PrIices offered by overseas Plastic 
companies who have Imuch lower 
]abor and overhead costs.” 

The overseas IToute does have its 
pitfalls. Only large orders are 
accepted and 这 there is a delay in 
Shipping，merchants find themselves 
without any bags，At these times， 
Ly often gets frantic phone calls 
for rush orders. "TI try to accomo- 
date them and I also .try to con- 
Vince them to avoid this kind of

Many writings about the Chinese 
in 19th-century America depict 
them as an apathetic and isolated 
community，uninterested in and 
ignorant of the larger political 
milieu in which they lived and 
unable to do anything about the 
hostile measures aimed at them by 
the white majority. 

As it happens，there is abundant 
evidence to Show that from the 
veIy beginnings of the immigration 
and throughout the 19th century 
they were keenly aware of their 
Political Surroundings and of Amer- 
ican political institutions to defend 
their interests. 

In the courts of this country，in 
particular，they displayed a keen 
awareness of the workings of Amer- 
ican government. At an early date 
they Tecognized how courts could be 
used to frustrate the unfriendly 
impulses of the Caucasian majority， 
and they formed the habit of 
Tepairing to them whenever their 
interests were threatened. 

As early as 1861，Chinese gold 
Iminers Succeeded in persuading the 
California Supreme Court to blunt 
the impact of a discriminatory 
Iminers” tax. It was 3a portent of 
things to come. .Over the course of 
the next -40 years Chinese litigants， 
either as individuals，or，as was 
Imore often the case，as ITepresent- 
atives of the community，would 
bring a multitude of what may 
accurately be described as civil 
Tights cases in the courts，state and 
federal， Over to dozer would 
eventually reach and be decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States，Jliterally hundreds by the 
loweT courts. 


14TH AMENDMENT 


These Chinese civil rights cases 
raised major issues of constitutional 
law and advanced _ constitutional 
doctrine in many areas. They 
caused the :courts，for example，to 
refine their understanding of tbhe 
lmitations placed on state power by 
the Constitutioms "commerce clause.… 

They contributed to the shaping 
of federal criminal procedure. 
They established the first constitu- 
tional Parameters on immigration 
Policy It was in the domain of 
14th Amendment equal protection 
doctrine，however，that the Chinese 
test cases made their most path- 
breaking contributions. 

The 14th Amendment added to 
the Constitution in 1868 Provides， 
among other things，that no state 
shall “deprive any person of life， 
liberty，OT property，without due 
Process of law; nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdictiom the 
equal protection of the laws.” One 
of the earliest cases to invoke these 
Provisions was brought by the San 
Francisco ”Chinese community in 
1876. 

The case，4H Kom Nurnzam，

arose out of a San Francisco ordi- 
nance that required the county jail 
to _ crop the hair of every male 
prIisoner to within one inch of the 
scalp. It was well known that the 
measure，though neutral on its face， 
was aimed at humiliating Chinese 
Prisoners， who， 1like all other 
Chinese males at the time，wore 
their hair in. a long，braided queue. 

The federal court that decided 
the case found the measure to be in 
violation of the equal protection 
clause of the 14th Amendment.

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CHINESE AMERICANS AND THE US CONSTITUTION 


This years July 4 celebration will be different from previous years. 
There will be the usual Speeches and parades，bell-ringing and roaring 
cannons. But this year also marks the 200th birthday of the US Constitu- 
tion。 rom May 23 to September 17，1787，this nation's 55 founding 
fathers gathered in Philadelphia to write the document. Together with the 
Bil of Rights，ratified in 1791，as well as Subsequent amendments，the 
document became the basis upon which the US government has been gov- 
erIned Since that time. It is therefore timely for Chinese Americans to use 
this occasion to think about what the constitution has meant to them 
during the course of their experience in the US since mid-19th century. 

Anyone who has read a history of the Chinese in the US must invari- 
ably conclude that Chinese American .experience，]like the_ experiences_ of 
other racial miinorities，oOccurred outside the framework of constitutional 
guarantees of freedom，equality and justice.， From the discriminatory 
foreign miners tax of 1832 in California to the miscarriage of justice D 
the Vincent Chin case in 1987，Chinese have been victims of persistent 
discrimination and racism. 

TIo be sure，there were great moments in Our history in which the 
Tights of Chinese Americans were acknowledged and justice prevailed. For 
example，in the Burlingame Treaty of 1868 with China,， the US agreed to 
the principle of free migration. In LS VS Jong Ki 4 (1898)，the US 
Supreme Court affirmed the American citizenship of Chinese born in the 
US and 让 Cuar 肌 n8 Su Wile 让 1918 a US Circuit Court conveyed 
citizenship on children of Chinese Americans. 

Both citizenship decisions were vital to _ Chinese American interests， 
because (a) the Burlingame Treaty expressly excepted naturalization frorm 
the Tights of the most favored nation garanteed to the Chinese，(b) an 
1870 federal law limited the privilege of naturalization to "free white 
persons，” and (C) Congress denied citizenship to Chinese living in the US 
in the Chinese Exclusion Act of 1882. It was not until 1943 that the 
Chinese were given the right of naturalization asa Symbolic gesture to a 
wartime ally，China and it was not until 19352 that Congress finally 
declared，"the right of a person to _ become a naturalized citizen of the US 
shall not be denied or abridged because of race.”The denial of citizen- 
Ship deprived the Chinese of the right to vote，one of the most Important 
Tights in American democracy，and Prevented the Chinese from entering 
Iany Occupations， As legal historian Charles McClain points out in his 
article in this week's issue，Chinese did make extensive use of the Court 
to assert their rights -- the Sole recourse available to them. 

As a nation，we have trampled on the US Constitution，when it comes 
to _ Protecting the rights and privileges of the Chinese in the US. 


As we ponder the meaning of the constitution during the July 4 cele- 
bration，we Should not forget our history and the Tights and privileges we 
nOW possess，We agree with Professor Ling-chi Wang of the University of 
California，Berkeley，whben he told the Chinese American Librarians 
Association this week，"As imperfect as we as a nation have been，unlike 
other nations we do have a legal framework and a democratic，Ppolitical 
Process to _ correct Our mistakes and to reaffirm Our Vision、 OUT task，as 
Asian Americans，is to make use of these tools to help create atruly 
equal and just Society 记 which we can indeed be Proud of our_ ethnicity 
and can truly celebrate ouUr diversity” 

As ouUr ancestors used the constitution to _ help shape a more perfect 
union in the past，sSoO too must we commit ourselves to continue that 
tradition and g0O beyond to exercise the political Tights denied ouUr 
ancestors.

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Lew Hing, Chinese American Pioneer 
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of the Canning Industry 


In this time when the number of 
Chinese :refugees and immigrants 
far exceeds the number of immi- 
grants who came before. the immi- 
gration laws changed，its easy to 
forget about the contributions of 
the men and women who came to a 
Iural，untamed America and helped 
to build a new country. 

Lew Hing was such a man. 
Arriving in SFE in 1871，eleven 
years before the passage of the 
first anti-Chinese immigration 1aw， 
Lew found himself running his 
brothers business at the age of 13 
after his brother died in an acci- 
dent. By the time of his own death 
in 1934，Lew had build a canning 
empire，was 3a major landowner， 
banker，investor，Sshipowner and 
Philanthropist. 

Lew Hing's interest in making 
metal containers Shortly after his 
arrival led to his experimenting 
with a new form of food preserva- 
tion -- canning. This interest was 
also to prove to be Pprofitable， In 
1904，Lew established and became 
the Principle stockholder of the 
Pacific Coast Canning Co.，in Oak- 
land at 1l2th and Pine sts. 

During peak seasons，the com- 
pany employed as many as one 
thousand workers. His canned food- 
stuffts were distributed throughout 
the United States and Parts of 
Europe. According to his grand- 
daughter，Jean Moon Liu，who this 
year has written and published the 
553-page book，ZLew Pig 2 Font 砂 
Portrait，this revolutionary new 
form of preserving foodstuffs 
helped the Allies win WWI.

Lew also invested iD canneries in 
Monterey，and established another 
cannery in Antioch on the shores of 
the San Pablo Bay. 


MEXICALI CHINATOWN 


In 1913，Lew became President of 
the Bank of Canton and 1later 
Served as chairman of the board 
for the China Mail Steamship lines 
in SF He developed a cotton Plan- 
tation in Mexicali，Mexico (1915-21) 
which employed many Chinese con- 
ScTipted from China.，Lew later 
invested in the development of 
three blocks of Chinese businesses 
to accomodate the workers which 
still stands today as Mexicali's 


Chinatown. 

- While Lew's made significant 
contributions to the Chinese commnu- 
nity through his investments and 
creation of job opportunities for 
Chinese he was most proud of his 
contribution to the YMCA in SF 
Chinatown， In 1925，Lew paid for 
the building of Chinatown's first 
indoor swimming pool. Although 
DOw Over 00. years old，it still 
stands as the only pool in the 
comrmunity. 

He also helped his family associa- 
tion，the Lung Kong Tin Yee Asso- 
ciation build their new building in 
1926 on Grant Ave.

A Book Review on an Indelicate Topic

I think that retirement after 50 
years .of medical education and 
Practice allows me the Privilege of 
writing about an indelicate topic 
which is not ordinarily aired in 
polite company.、 So _ those of you 
fastidiously sensitive to _ even a hint 
of vulgarity are advised to read no 
further. 

What Iam about to discuss is a 
common，mnatural，everyday physio- 
logic action that we all experience， 
some more frequently or louder or 
more odoriferous than others but 
always yoUIS worIse than mine. 工 am 
referring to the expulsion of 8gas 
from the lower end of the alimen- 
tary tract，medically termed flatus 
but more commonly called a fart or 
aw pay in vernacular Cantonese. 

My excuse for this essay is to 
Ieview for you the book Le Peto- 
1IC1E Which was translated from 
French in 1967. 工 was first intro- 
duced to the book in the 1970s by 
a medical colleague and Several 
years later I heard reference to Le 
Petomane at 3a Gastroenterology 
Symposium. However，it wasnt until 
.2 years ago that II was able to 
obtain -a copy for myselt. 


Petomane is the French word for 
flatus or fart, It was the stage 
name assumed by Joseph Pujol， 
1857-194$，a_ remarkable man whbo 
breezed his way to fame and for- 
tune by an unusual ability to 
absorb and expel air or liquid by 
the ITectum. Pujol first became 
aware of this peculiar gift acciden- 
tally before bis teens wbile swim- 
Iing. 


ENTERTAIN FRIENDS 


He jlater developed this talent as 
a young man in the French military 
Service. He would entertain friends 
by drawing in large quantities of 
water into his rectum and then 
ejecting all of it as a waterspout to 
a _ distance of four-five yards. After 


Ieturning to civilian life he worked 
on an act of producing a variety of 
different Sounding farts. After 
Several years he put on a privately 
arranged public performance.， This 
was ITe-ceived with such acclaim 
that he was quickly booked into the 
famous Moulin Rouge in Paris、He 
Played to packed houses from 1892 
until 1914 and outdrew the legen- 
dary Sarah Bernbardt. 

Le Petomane could control the 
noises produced by the expelled air 
by a _ variety of contractions and 
Ielaxations of the anal Sphincter on 
the one hand and the abdominal 
muscles on the other. The intenslty 
and timbre of the Sounds could 
imitate SoOunds Tesembling 3a violin， 
a bass OFT a trombone，in Tecogniza- 
ble tunes. 

In private performances and in 
medical demonstrations，he _ could 
extinguish  a candle fame at 3a 
distance of one foot by the force 
of a fart, He was a willing subject 
for _ investigation by Some of the 
leading medical authorities in 
France. Several medical reports were 
Published about these Studies. 

In the archives of the thousands 
of years of Chinese civilization and 
culture，from whence emerged So 
many inventions and innovations， 
might there have been SoOmwhere a 


Chinese counterpart with the talents 
of Le Petomane? 9Since 工 do not 
have the language facility nor the 
Scholarship to research this， 
wonder if editor-educator Gordon 
Lew，historian Him Mark Lal，oOF 
some other Chinese academician/ 
Scholar would know of such a Per- 
son (the ww pay wong)，

Itami ingeniously takes two very 
different flm devices -- one from 
the American Western and the other 
from the Spanish director Luis 
Bunuel -- and weaves them together 
comically， satirically， dramatically， 
and even IOomantically. 

The core plot involves the train- 
ing of a noodle Shop owner，(played 
by Itamis wife Nobuko Miyamoto 
who also visited SF to publicise the 
flm) to make the perfect ramen 
noodle. 

Itami uses 3a Western cliche -- a 
bunch of tough hardened cowpokes， 
each one with a special Skill]，band- 
ing together against impossible odds 
-- and turns it On its ear.

The Column

hether you watched it every week or 
not it was a safe secure feeling for many 
people to know that Asians Now 一 the tele- 
vision program 一 existed，a weekly half- 
hour attempt at presenting“issues of con- 
cern'” to the diverse Asian American com- 
munities in a talk-show format，As sole 
producer and host Since 1981，it was my 
responsibility to stay aware of all the differ- 
ent issues that confronted the many com- 
munities labeled “Asian American also 


Sought to show the positive aspects of our ， 


communities and present arts，culture and 
social movements 一 not justlimit the topics 
to'“Asian_ Problems Now.” 

The name, formulated by a committee 
when the program originated in 1975，wasa 
statement in itself. This was not to be a 
historical program but one about what we 
were doing in the present. lt also included 
elments of the past，as it affected the pres- 
ent as well as directions for the future，but 
mainly，it talked about Asians now， The 
frst title had an exclamation mark at the 
end of it 一 another comment about our en- 
thusiasm for the show. That punctuation 
was removed in 1982, notby committee but 
by someone in the design/art department at 
KTVU when the opening to the show was 
redesigned. As producer I could have de- 
manded that the exclamation mark be re- 
instated，but somehow by then it didn'f 
Seem necessary to be that excited about 
being Asian. The era of discovery was Over 
and a more mature statement was in line. 

In 1981，the station decided to drop 
the original format of a monthly show for 
each of the four Asian _ ethnic groups 一 
Japanese，Chinse，Korean and Filipino 一 
and instead have the same format every 
week with just one host/producer as oOPp- 
posed to the original eight. Previously view- 
ers just couldn't remember which _ ethnic 
group was featured which week so they 
often justgave up, while listeners who could 
only understand English became frustrated 
when the hosts would speak an Asian lan- 
guage. We lostthe language capabilities and 
the specifc ethnic flavor of each individual 
Program but gained a_ uniform look and 
presentation and an audience. 

Another thing we gained was a feeling 
of pan-Asianism 一 that issues atffecting Ko- 
reans were important to Eilipinos and Japa-

nese，]t_ became obvious that we couldnt 
stubborrnily hang on to our speciftc ethnic 
individuality to the exclusion of others. 开 
recall having Chinese，Japanese，Koreans 
and Vietnamese on one program to takk 
about their unique lunar new year celebra- 
tions，But by the end of the show，we all 
realized that our likenesses were far more 
than our differences. 

California，the US， 汪 the world for 
that matter are far different now from what 
they were when Asians Nouw furst started in 
1975，Asians comprised one-half of one 
Percent of the total US population. The 
most populous country in the world, China， 
had no legal relations with the US,，Japan 
was just beginning to emerge as an indus- 
trial power The mainstream media didn'ft 
even report'on martial law in the Philip- 
pines and Korea was just another US mili- 
tary base in Asia. Seeing a story about 
Asian Americans in the news，local or na- 
tional，was a maijor event. Unfortunately 
those stories usually focused on gang vio- 
lence or Chinese NewYear. There wasmn't a 
great deal of awareness or interest. 

But now in 1987，Asian countries are 
tihe news，From political upheavals in the 
Philippines and South Korea, to the indus- 
trial and economic growth of Asian nations， 
hardly a night goes by without a national 
news Story. Local stations are picking up on 
local angles to international stories，and 
discovering the key issues for local Asians 
right under the noses of the news directors. 

Our demographics are changing also. 
By 2000,，Asians will be the second largest 
ethnic group in California. We wom't even 
be“minorities”anymore. For all of you US 
mainland-born Asians this will be a real 
change and challenge. Many of the more 
enlightened local and state leaders are lookz 
ing at the Asian American communities to 
assist in making a transition from a Euro- 
pean-focused country to an Asian-focused 
one. We are being asked to act as bridges 
to _ the “new world "一 Asia and the Pacitc 
Rim 一 regardless of whether we，as Asian 
Americans，are prepared for that role. 

In future editions ASIANS NOW 
The Colwmnn will look at the role Asian 
Americans are _ playing，as well as con- 


tinue the eclectic Spirit of the TV Program ，

When asked what he plans to be 
doing five years from now，Duong 
laughed and Said "I hope- to be 
retired!”Along the way he Plans to 
start a truck repair business and 
Spin 0o 仁 his towing business.

Unlike certain religious and 
disciplines，gigong Places no restric- 
tions on the student's lifestyle，yet 
is conducive to adopting healthier 
habits， Some Students，for example， 
attest to desiring less spicy foods 
and tobacco. They also sleep better， 
with less hours and feel more at 
peace with themselves and others， 
according to Gao. The flexibility of 
the exercizes allows one to achieve 
these results in as jlittle as fifteen 
minutes of Practice a day，though 
most do more. 

David Lee，another student who 

TIead many books on the subjectb 
but never experienced it before 
taking Gao's class，described the 
feeling of chi. "It is like _ electricity， 
a body electricity."” Then he told of 
an experience that Sounded like 
Something from a Shbirley MacLaine 
noOvel. 
.A few months after starting the 
class，he said，"I acturally began to 
see light Once，I could feel the 
energy rotating in my mouth and 
around my tongue. The energy was 
moving Very quickly. Suddenly 工 
saw 3a bright yellow 1light that 
began to explode like the sun. It 
was Very bright and I could feel 
electricity _ going through my body. 
Then it was like it was raining and 
I felt a great calm.” Several stu- 
dents confirmed this experience， 
and_ Gao explained that it is the 
result of a high level of qigong， 
called :opening the senses， the next 
level being the ability to pass chi 
to others. 

Qigong consists of two types of

techniques -- inner chi and outer 
chi -- the former massaging the 


internal organs，aiding breath and 
circulation，the latter Strengthening 
the bones and muscles. Gao's form 
of qigong，including the "Nine- 
9ection Dragon” and "Second 
Spring combines the inner and 
outer practices into a techinique 
that She says is Simpler than Tai- 
Chi-Chuan (Taijiquan) and less 
strenuoOus than yoga. 

Gao has practiced qigong for over 
eighteen years. She has taught 让 
to Over three thousand students 
worldwide，including officials of 
the mainland Chinese government， 
She is the youngest of only ten 
people in China to hold the title of 
"Master of Qigong” and helped 
found the China National Qigong 
Research Institute in 1981. 

Despite its- esoteric quality，the 
best ITesults of practicing qigong 
seems to be in daily affairs. 
don't get as upset by traffic in San 
Francisco when driving in in the 
mornings anymore'” laughed David
